Only officers of the regular army will 


bo detailed by the war department to 
muster out tro&ps. 


To avoid expense to the government 


and hardships und annoyances to indi- 
viduals concerned by -cnavoidable de- 
lays that will occur in the final payment 
of officers and enlisted men absent from 
their coinmauijs on muster out, com- 
manding officers will make every effort 
to effect tlxe return of all absentees and 
detachments prior to muster out of the 
organization. 


The supply department of the army 


will continue U> furnish organizations 
with needful supplies until date of final 
payment and discharge. 


All persons bottle on the muster-In and 


on other r&uster roils, and all who have 
joined or belonged f o the organization at 
any Urns atnco its muster-in, must be 
amounted for 
<Jti thfe muster-out roll, 


which is required to be a complete record 
of all tfce officers anfl men who ever be- 
longed to the organization. 


Discharge certificates will be prepared 


for every offlcer and man present and 
absent, except absent officers and mon 
held in service by proper authority, and 
UesertcrS. 
The certificates will 'x; de- 


liverfd to th£ regimental aad company 
conr.maftders. 


2?he discharge from the United States 


volunteer service m th.6 case of all ab- 
sentees Cexcept in special cases) will 
take effect on the date of muster-out of 
tbe organisation. 


Ir. the case of enlistea men, absent, 


who, on account of sickness, are unable 
to join- their commands, the discharge 
certificates, with carefully prepared de- 
scriptive lists oi account of pay and 
clothing, giving fhe address of the so}- 
dler, will be given to the mustering of- 
ficer for transmission with the muster- 
out rolls to the adjutant general of the 
army and the soidler will be officially 
notified to apply by letter to the pay- 
master general of the army for final 
payment. 


Officers absent from any cause will b* 


furnished discharge certificates (unlesi 
specially held to 3er\-lc-o), and v/111 ba 
notified to apply to the paymaster gen- 
eral for certificates of non-indebtedness 
and settlement of their accounts. 


As a rule the muster-out of organiza- 


tions rind their final payment will taka 
plac? at the state or r&gimental rendez- 
vous, excapt when otherwise ordered by 
the war department. The preparation, 
nnd completion, of the muster-out rolls, 
returns, and papers, and the Inspection 
and transfer of public property to tho 
officers of the supply departments of the 
army, except as hereinafter provided, 
•will take place before the organization 
Is ordered to its p.tate. The nnly prop- 
erty that will bo allowed to be retained 
until muater-out, unless otherwise or- i 
dered, 13 the rifles, cartridge belts, cups, '

list of names (some of them of prom- 
inent people of the 
town) to 
his 


petition for the situation, and is, as I 
said, likely to receive the preference 
over others, thoroughly competent who 
have not thought it necessary to back 
their application by a long list of 
names. I am very sure that we who 
are to hove children attending school 
111 the new building, that the taxpay- 
ers of "our town, and especially that 
our school committee,, when they look 
at the question from all sidea, will not 
be willing to take any chances in this 
matter.

understands the running of boilers 
with hard coal as well as soft, and 
who is handy as a mechanic, will save 
in coal and repairs, several times the 
amount of his wages in the course of 
a year.

of the new law regarding tf.e employ- 
ment of chiUlron and minors to all 
school committees, school 
superin- 


tendents and maaufacctirers in his 
district, -which includes Berkshire and 
Franklin counties. 
This 
law 
pro$- 


vides that no child under 14 years o'f' 
age shall be employed In a^iy factory 
or mercantile establishment, that no 
such child shall be employed for any 
compensation at any wort dur:ng 
school hours, nor before 6 a. m., or 
after 7 p. m., and that no child under 
16 years of age shall be employed in 
any factory or store unless his em- 
ployer keeps on file an age and school- 
ing certificate as required by the law. 


The rest of the law ia taken up with 


instructions to employers of minors 
and school 
officials. 
Whoever 
em- 


ploys or as guardian permits to be 
employed ehilciren under 1C illegally is 
subject to a line of £30, and whoever 
continues to break "the law after being 
notified is liable to a fine of, from ?3 
to $20 a day until tha law is complied 
with. 


There are several other regulations 


on the subject, and parents who havo 
been in the habit of ailowing 
their 


young children to work will do well 
to familiarize themselves with this 
n^w law, which was approved last 
June. The law goes into effect Septem- 
ber 1.

5. The letti-r follows: 


I am sor«y to have to tell you that 


wv have 'lost' another of our boys. 
Private Jumt'M M. Smith died thu 3d, 
two days ns^o. He had only bet-n in the 
hospital two d.-iya. 30mc- of our boj-s 
xveio not as well as tbvy might be and 
werp there ulso. Cuptain Hicks aent 
me to the hospital to amuse them and 
do all I could for them, and I was there 
when poor Jim passed away. He had 
been very quiet for half an hour or 
so and I thought he must be sleeping. 
I stopped over to him to hnd out and 
I sai.l, Just above a whisper, "Jim,'^ 
and ho juat rolled his eyea towards 
me but did not answer. I thought he 
looked queer and called ,the hospital 
steward. I off,*r<jrt him aoine water but 
he made no offer to drink It. In a 
short time hf was dead. It was Just 
10 o'clock at night and I went imme- 
diately'to Capt. Hicks and notified him. 
The captain was grieved In finding that 
he had lost another of the brave fel- 
lows'who had volunteered to oome and 
fight with him. • He, rjeut. Crosier, 
Sergt. Campbell and myaelf went back 
to the hospital and did ail that possibly 
could be done thai night, and the next 
morning at sunrise Jim was burled. 
The chap!a)n prtjachod a short sermon 
and offered prayer, a'nd. then Charles 
Stone blbw taps over his grave. The 
boys then went 'back to their camn 
with heavy hearts, to think of the third 
brave fellow that ,we have lost from 
the company.
